Federal court orders against 
a strike, including one upheld 
by the Supreme Court, were a 
factor in keeping American pi­ 
lots on the job. But many had 
voted not to take part before 
the courts acted. 
In Washington, a spokesman 
for the pilots’ association said 
that "anything less than total 
participation is disappointing.” 
The strike, which took effect 
at 2 a.m. today, was called by 
the International Federation of

34 Americans 


Among 118 Dead 
In British Crash 


LONDON (AP) — A British 
jetliner 
crashed 
Sunday just 
after taking off for Brussels, 
killing all 118 persons aboard. 
It was the worst air crash ever 
to occur on British soil, and the 
dead included 34 Americans. 
Among the victims were at 
least 12 British physicians on 
their way to a professional con­ 
gress and several top leaders of 
Irish industry. 
The three-jet Trident airliner, 
operated by British European 
Airways, plunged into a field 
near a busy road two minutes 
after taking off from London’s 
Heathrow Airport. The plane 
was full, many of the passen­ 
gers having booked seats to 
beat the 
international pilot’s 
strike today. 
Britain’s aerospace minister. 
Michael* Heseltine, visited the 
crash site and said later "both 
flight recorders on the plane 
have been recovered and their 
information will be fed into 
computers to help the official 
inquiry into the disaster.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court today concluded 
that baseball Is a business en­ 
gaged in Interstate commerce 
but refused to lift its exemption 
from antitrust laws. 
The 5-3 decision, delivered by 
Justice Marry A. Blackman, 
said “if there is any Inconsist­ 
ency or illogic in all of this, it 
is an (inconsistency and illogic 
of longstanding that is to be 
remedied by the Congress and 
not by this court.”

ruling was on a salt 
brought by former star out­ 
fielder Curt Flood and argued 
In the court by former Justice 
Arthur J. Goldberg. They said 
there was no logical reason to 
treat baseball differently from 
other professional sports which 
have less-rigid player contracts 
and are subject to the antitrust 
laws.

After months and months 
of slump, on February 16, 1972, prime 
cattle were again almost selling at that 
price. Prime cattle last February were at 
$38. Thus, the farmer is getting a lower 
price for the cattle than he was paid 
twenty years ago. 
The a'd makes the comparison on retail 
meat prices. On January 9, 1952, Swiss 
steak sold for 85 cents a pound. February 
17, 1972, Swiss steak sold for $1.69 a 
pound.

The address of both Senator Vance Hart- 
ke and Senator Birch Bayh is Senate 
Office Building in Washington, D. C. 
Dr. Earl Butz the Secretary of Agri­ 
culture has the interest of the farmers at 
heart and has certainly proved it during 
the past months. 
His appointment was debated in Con­ 
gress long and loud amid considerable 
controversy. He was labeled as a land 
grant college educator, identified with 
giant agribusiness corporations. He was 
confirmed by a slim seven vote margin. 
Since that time he has never stopped 
talking for the farmers and for higher 
farm prices. He has been able to do what 
Secretary of Agriculture Clifford Hardin 
was unable to do. He seen farm prices 
raise from the depression price of De­ 
cember, 1970, to a more stable 1972 level. 
While they are still not as high as they 
should be to insure a fair profit to our 
farmers, prices are above the break-even 
level. Never has 
Secretary Butz said 
that farm prices are too high, and has 
defended the farmer the right to get a 
fair return for his labor , . , and for his 
investment. He has spoken out against 
the farmers loosing millions of dollars 
as they did last fall when the dock strikes 
and work stoppage at the elevators in 
Chicago and in New Orleans prevented 
farmers from being able to sell their own 
corn at the elevators here at harvest 
time. 
When you are writing congressmen, 
also write to Secretary Butz and en­ 
courage him to keep fighting the battle 
for the farmers, not only in Rush Coun­ 
ty, but everywhere.

Statistics on the number of 
programs were recently com­ 
piled for the first time by the 
Broadcast 
Institute 
of 
North 
America. The survey turned up 
more than series — there were 
specials, 
one-shot 
programs 
and programs of lengths rang­ 
ing from 
to 90 minutes. 
The Rev. Dr. Martin J. Neeb, 
executive director of television 
for the Lutheran Church-Mis* 
souri Synod, conceded that, in 
the larger cities there la a ten­ 
dency to tuck 
religious pro­ 
grams in what he called “unsa­ 
leable hours.” Very often the 
programs 
are 
broadcast 
on 
Sunday 
mornings, 
which 
is 
great for shut-ins, but many re­ 
ligious-minded people who com­ 
prise an important part of the 
logical audience are attending 
the churches of their choice. 
"In 
the 
smaller 
markets, 
however, 
the 
programs 
are 
likely to be broadcast later on 
Sundays and even on Thurs­ 
days and Saturdays,” he said. 
“We are concerned that Satur­ 
day, with all those children's 
shows, has been slowly eroding 
as a day for religious programs 
and now with some children’s 
shows 
on 
Sunday 
mornings, 
those hours are also filling up.” 
Although many of the reli­ 
gious programs are essentially 
parts of dramatic anthologies, 
the category is broad, including 
sermons, 
discussions,

views, documentaries, musical

Most of them are shown with­ 
out commercials as public serv­ 
ice programming, but not all. 
Dr. Nebb believes there is a 
potentially large audience for 
such programs in prime eve­ 
ning time.

site during the construction a 
couple of times a week. On the 
last visit, we saw the painter 
strike a match against the liv­ 
ing room plaster wall, which 
had been done only a few days 
before but had not yet been 
painted.

Years ago, a painter 
struck a match of the kitchen 
type against a newly plastered 
wall to see if it were dry 
enough to begin painting. If it 
failed to light, it meant the wall 
hadn't 
dried 
sufficiently. 
1 
didn't think the practice was 
still in use, but apparently it is. 
Most latex paints can be used 
on insufficiently dried walls— 
provided only one coat is ap­ 
plied. What is sometimes done, 
when time is important, is to 
put on the first coat of latex, 
wait a few days, then apply the 
second. Getting back to the 
match-striking, it became un­ 
necessary because of improved 
plaster, paint and the use of 
moisture meters. 
Q.—On some stucco finishes, 
I 'note a rather attractive ef­ 
fect, as though attempts were 
made to leave in the trowel 
marks. How is this obtained? 
A.—With a trowel. The mor­ 
tar mixture is applied gener­ 
ously in gobs. It is allowed to 
set partially. The rough areas 
are then smoothed out with the 
trowel, which is given a slight 
swirling motion. Care must be 
taken not to erase the trowel 
marks by going over the same 
section again.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
Doctors worried about the po­ 
tential problem of drug abuse 
among demonstrators at the 
upcoming national political con­ 
ventions have gotten an offer of 
help 
from 
an 
unexpected 
source: the Yippies. 
"We’re going to do every­ 
thing we can to keep people 
from dealing heroin and co­ 
caine to our people. In fact, 
wa're going to hold a march 
against drugs the day before 
th t 
convention 
opens," 
said 
Yippie Julie Maynard of Madi­ 
son, Wis. 
Dr. Dan Sackinger, a patholo­ 
gist at Cedars of Lebanon Hos­ 
pital and chairman of the State 
C o m m i t t e e on Dangerous 
Drugs, said one of his main 
concerns was "finding enough 
people who have the experience 
to handle problems such as bad 
trips and drug overdoses." 
Both 
Sackinger 
and 
Miss 
Maynard said drug abuse could 
pffir during the period between 
the 
Democratic 
Convention 
July 10-14 and the Republican 
Convention Aug. 21-23. 
Some 100,000 protesters are 
expected to attend the con­ 
ventions. 
"We’ll have lots of people 
available when the conventions 
actually are going on and ev­ 
erything is exciting, but I think 
we’ll 
have 
trouble 
finding 
people to work during that 
month-long lag between con­ 
ventions 
when 
enthusiasms 
start to flag," Sackinger said. 
Miss Maynard agreed. "The 
'people won't have much to do 
in that period between con­ 
ventions, 
and I think that’s 
when you’ll see a lot of them 
dropping 
drugs," 
she 
said. 
"They’ll be bored, so tripping 
on acid will be something to 
do." 
Asked if the Yippies would 
hand a heroin dealer over to 
the police, Mis* Maynard an­ 
swered, "No, hut we can take 
cere of him ourselves. We’ll 
just take his drugs away from 
him and tell him to get out of 
• town." 
Sackinger said street teams 
to provide first aid for all kinds 
of medical tmergencies would 
be on the job during both con­ 
ventions, "but one of our big 
problems will be Identifying 
what kind of drugs an overdose 
victim took.

Q.—I have to reglue some 
mahogany joints, but have been 
putting it off because a few 
years ago I did a similar job 
and stained the wood badly. Is 
there some kind of glue which 
won't stain mahogany when it 
leaks out of the Joints after 
they have been clamped togeth­ 
er? 
A.—Yes. Use a plastic resin 
glue. It comes in powdery form 
and must be mixed with water 
according to directions on the 
container. It takes about six 
hours for the glue to set after it 
has been applied, but it is bet­ 
ter to leave the clamps on for 
at least 12 hours.

Stokely Enjoys 
Self-Imposed 
African Exile 


CONAKRY, Guinea (AP) — 
Stokely 
Carmichael, 
wearing 
while flare slacks and open- 
necked shirt, relaxed on the 
seaside veranda of the Cam- 
ayenne 
Hotel 
to 
talk 
about 
home. For the self-imposed ex­ 
ile that means Africa—he says 
all black Americans should be 
here. 
"America does not belong to 
the 'blacks,” reflected. Carmi­ 
chael. who was born in Trini­ 
dad and became a U.S. citizen 
when his parents were natural­ 
ized. “We are not black Ameri­ 
cans. We are Africans.” 
Carmichael’s militancy in the 
’60s made headlines, especially 
his call for a black revolution 
against the white man in Amer­ 
ica, He was a member of the 
Black Panthers, but resigned 
before coming to Africa. 
Throughout a brief interview, 
C a r m i c h a e l expressed the 
views of many militants who 
come to Africa to live in exile 
because, as one here put it, 
"We 
can’t 
hack 
it 
in 
the 
States.” 
These people say there’s no 
future for their race in a white- 


dominated society that bought 
their forefathers as slaves and 
later thrust U.S. citizenship on 
them without asking the black 
man what he thought of either 
idea. 
Carmichael, who says he is 
searching 
for 
a 
pan-African 
ideology, contends other like- 
minded Americans with African 
ancestry should abandon the 
United States in a mass exodus. 
He sees no need for Africa to 
depend on foreign technicians 
to service and maintain sophis­ 
ticated. imported equipment— 
the Camayenne Hotel’s broken- 


down water heating system, for 
example—because of a lack of 
skilled manpower. 
“African technicians exist,” 
he said. “They are in Amer­ 
ica 
The land in Africa, not 
America, is ours. Our primary 
objective should be Africa.” 
Carmichael, 32, came to polit­ 
ically

Guinea three years ago with his 
wife. South African-born singer 
Miriam Makeba. 
Carmichael spends most of 
his days “studying the African 
revolution through participation 
and observation.”

Soviet President 
Nikolai Podgorny completed a 
visit to Hanoi, and North Viet­ 
nam’s representative in secret 
talks with Kissinger, Politburo 
member Le Due Tho, returned 
to Hanoi after talks in the Chi­ 
nese capital.
